I N pursuance of the Act of the 1st and 2d of His present Majesty’s reign, c. 53, 
whereby it is, amongst other things, provided, That certain allowances shall be 
granted to the late Prothonotaries of the Court of King’s Bench, in compensation and 
consideration of the loss incurred by them, by the ceasing and determining of their 
rights in the said Office; We, His Majesty’s Commissioners, appointed to inquire 
into the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the Officers, Clerks and Ministers 
of Justice, in all Temporal and Ecclesiastical Courts in Ireland, having first taken 
the Oath prescribed by the 47th section of the Act, have proceeded to the discharge 
of the duty required of us, under the following provision of the same xAct : — 

“ And for the ascertaining the amount of the allowance and compensation to be Section 12. 
made to the said present holders of the said last-mentioned offices, upon the ceasing 
and determining of their rights in the said offices respectively as aforesaid ; Be it 
Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Commissioners appointed to inquire into 
the duties, salaries and emoluments of the officers, clerks, and ministers of justice, 
in all temporal and ecclesiastical courts in Ireland, and the said Commissioners are 
hereby authorized and required, to make inquiry into the salaries and emoluments of 
the said office of Prothonotary, and Filacer and Keeper of the writs, processes, rules, 
orders and records, in the civil side of the said court of King’s Bench, and of the 
said office of Prothonotary of the said court of Common Pleas, and of the said 
offices of Filacer and Exigenter of the said court of Common Pleas ; and to ascertain 
the annual amount of the salaries and emoluments of the said offices respectively, 
upon the average of the seven years next preceding the first day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty-one, or upon the average of the seven years 
next preceding such day prior to the said first day of January one thousand eight 
hundred and twenty-one, up to which the last account of the emoluments of the said 
several offices shall have been settled by the said officers respectively, excluding out 
of such average all such emoluments aDd income as shall appear, according to the 
282. A best 
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best judgment that the said Commissioners can form thereof, to have arisen from 
any new fees, or from an increase of fees not arising from an increase of business, 
introduced subsequent to the appointment of the present holders of the said offices 
respectively, or from any fees, or any increase of fees which may have been 
introduced within twenty years prior to the commencement of this Act, or from any 
fees of right belonging to any other officer, or from any fees which may have been 
demanded or received contrary to the provisions of any Act of Parliament, or in any 
way contrary to law ; and for that purpose, and for the purpose of every inquiry 
which they are directed or authorized by this Act to make, it shall and may be 
lawful for the said Commissioners of Inquiry for the time being, and they are hereby 
authorized and required to examine upon oath, all parties interested in every such 
inquiry, and also all such other persons as shall be produced before them the said 
Commissioners, or as they shall think proper to require, and whom they are hereby 
respectively empowered to summon, together with all such accounts, books and 
vouchers as the said Commissioners shall call for ; and the said Commissioners of 
Inquiry for the time being, or any three of them, shall thereupon certify, under their 
hands and seals, the amount of the yearly income of every such officer, on the 
average of the said seven years, as reduced by the exclusion of such emoluments as 
aforesaid, and also by the exclusion of all such part, share or proportion of the fees 
or profits remaining after such reduction, as shall, during the said period of seven 
years, have been paid to or received or retained by, or on behalf of the deputies or 
clerks of the said offices respectively, and also by the exclusion of all disbursements 
and other deductions whatever (except in the case hereinafter mentioned and pro- 
vided for,) so as to state only the net annual income of the said offices respectively, 
on the average of the said seven years, according to the said mode of estimating the 
same; and the said certificate shall contain a statement of the particular fees, profits 
and emoluments, on which such averages shall have been taken as aforesaid ; and 
also of the fees, profits and emoluments heretofore received, which shall be excluded 
from such averages; and the said certificate shall be filed in the office of the Auditor 
General in Dublin Castle, without any fee being paid for the same, and shall remain 
there as a record” : — 

WE have accordingly summoned various persons, and others have been produced 
before us by counsel, attending at the instance and on behalf of the claimants, 
whose depositions upon oath we have taken in writing ; and we have also examined 
divers account books, bills of costs and other vouchers, to enable us to certify, 
according to the best of our skill and judgment, the several matters required of 
us under the provisions of the aforesaid Act. 

In approaching this our duty, we have been called upon, under the obligation of 
our oath, severally to construe the Act according to the best of. our skill and 
judgment. Our most attentive consideration of this Act has npt enajbled us to 
adopt an unanimous opinion of its just construction ; the constructions of which 
the Act has been considered by different members of our Board, susceptible, vary 
greatly in their pecuniary results. Under an impression of the importance of the 
ultimate decision to the claimants and to the public, and conceiving that a revision 
ofour certificate by the Legislature, is contemplated in the terms of the 14th and 
66th sections of. the Act, with a view to sanction an equitable finaj adjustment, 
we deem it most consistent with our duty, and most suitable to the objects of the 
Legislature, to state t,he distinct views which have bepn taken in construing tfie Act, 
and to accompany our exposition of those views by separate Schedules adapted 
to each. 

To some of. us it appears to have been the intention of the Legislature, according 
t° the true construction of the Act, that the Compensation should be measured 
with reference to the Fees which were taken in the office of the Prpthpnotary, either 
as for principal or deputy, and appear from the ancient bills of cosfisof record in 
the office (so far as they afford information) to have been allowed on taxation at and 
previous to the time when the present claimants came into possession of the office, 
and which have since continued in use, and from fees, legally warranted) introduced 
since the appointment of the claimants; considering the exclusion intended by the 
Act, of all such part, share, or proportion of the Fees or Profits, as have, been 
paid to or received or retained by or on behalf of the deputies,” to refer only to the 

portion 
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portion of the Fees so received in the office, which constituted the remuneration of 
the deputies, during the period of the seven years for which the average is directed 
to be taken. 



The Schedule N° l, exhibits the Fees to be allowed, and disallowed, under this 
construction of the Act ; and the amount of the net income of the Prothonotaries, 
so estimated, would be - - - £.7,732. 3. S. yearly. 



To other members of the Board it has appeared, that whilst the Act does not 
describe or express what Fees or Profits shall be allowed, the true intent and effect 
of the several clauses of exclusion are, to limit the allowance to profits arising from 
receipts ; which may be classed under three heads : — 

First, — From Fees of the office as established and limited by a commission under 
Royal warrant issued in the year 1635, and avowed as the continuing claims in the 
official returns of the Fees made to Parliament at successive periods, one so late as 
the year 1768, being two years subsequent to the appointment of the claimants, 
excluding the excess of the actual claims above the Fees so established and returned 
to Parliament as not of right belonging to the Prothonotaries, and as having been 
received by and on behalf of the Deputies at the time of the grant to the claimants, 
and until they came into possession of the office in the year 1 790, when in collect- Appeudix 
ing the Fees the distinction as between those of the Principal and Deputies ceased, Report, 
which arrangement is considered to have been in effect an increase of the Principal's N * n ’ Q ' 119 ' 
Fees not arising from an increase of business : 

Second, — From such. Fees, for services introduced subsequent to the above- 
mentioned legal establishment of the Fees of the office, as should be proved to 
have been in use at the time of the appointment of the claimants : 

Thirdly, — From Fees legally warranted, which may have been introduced since 
the appointment of the claimants. 



The Schedule N* 2, exhibits the Fees to be allowed, and disallowed, under this 
construction of the Act ; and the amount of the net income of the Prothonotaries, 
so estimated, would be - £ 4,487. 9. yearly.

Between the Right honourable . Henry Goulburn and the Commissioners -of 
Inquiry into Courts of Justice in Ireland, on the subject of the Certificate of 
the Commissioners, in the case of the Claim of the Prothonotauies of the 
Court of King’s Bench in Ireland, for Compensation, in pursuance of the 
Act l & 3 Geo. 4. c. 53. 



Gentlemen, Irish Office, London, March 10, 1823.- 

I Have the honour to acknowledge. the receipt of your letter of the 4th instant, 
transmitting a document under your hands and seals, stating two distinct views 
which have been taken by Members of the Commission, in construing the Act of 
the 1 st and 2d Geo. 4. and transmitting two Schedules, giving very different 
Statements of the amount of Compensation to which theProthonotaries of the King’s 
Bench are entitled. 

The document which you have transmitted, does not appear to me to be either in 
form or in substance conformable wdth the intentions of the Legislature, as laid down 
in the 1st and 2d Geo. 4 - c. 53; that Act specifically requires that the Commis- 
sioners should furnish a Certificate of the precise amount of compensation to which 
the Prothoriotaries of the court are entitled. The- Act has laid down the rules by 
which their decision is to be guided ; former Acts have given the Commissioners 
peculiar powers, for the purpose of inquiry and investigation and, although a power 
is reserved to Parliament, of revising the decision to which the Commissioners may 
come, and making a provision distinct from that stated in their certificate ; yet the 
Act cannot be construed as contemplating a course of proceeding on the part of the 
Commissioners, w hich in fact throws either on Parliament, or on the Government, 
the whole task of inquiring into, and deciding upon a : question, which was specially 
committed to the determination of the Commissioners alone. 

I beg also to point out to you, by reference to the 12th clause of the Act,, that 
the Act has not required the signature of all the Commissioners, as necessary to give 
validity to their certificate of compensation. 

Parliament appears to have considered, that individuals upon oath might consci- 
entiously entertain different views upon a question involving matters of law as well 
as of fact ; and therefore gave to any three of the Commissioners, the power of 
signing an adequate certificate of the amount of compensation due. I have there- 
fore thought it incumbent upon me, to request that you w'ould take the subject again 
into your consideration, and transmit to me such a Certificate, under the hands and 
seals of any three of the Commissioners, as may satisfy the object of the Act, by 
specifying precisely the annual amount of Compensation, to which the majority of 
the Commissioners consider the Prothonotaries entitled.

Sir, Office of Inquiry, Dublin, April 4th, 1823. 

In reply to the question proposed to us in your letter of the 3d instant, we have 
to state, that, subject to the qualification set forth in our Certificate, in the case of 
the late Prothonotaries of the Court of King’s Bench, and fully explained (as we 
trust) by our letter of the 1 8th ultimo, and in the conversations which we had the 
honour of holding with you yesterday, and on the 26th ultimo ; there is no item in 
the Schedule, N° 1, annexed to that Certificate, which had not the sanction of three 
Members of our Board. To prevent the possibility of misconception, we think it 
right to add, that without that qualification, the Certificate, as applying to the 
Schedule, N° 1, could not have had the sanction of three Commissioners.
